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DEFYING LONDON POLICE. 


Work of the Dynamiters in 


the Heart of the City. 


Much Property Destroyed and a Dozen Per­ 


sons Seriously Injured. 


Comment of the English Press on the 
Responsibility of America. 


L o n d o n , May 30.—An explosion, supposed to 
have been of dynam ite, occurred in Scotland yard 
a t 9.15 this evening. 
One of the police head­ 
q u arters’ buildings was com pletely wrecked, and 
a num ber of houses In the vicinity were seriously 
dam aged. 
Two m inutes later a sim ilar explosion took 
place In F all Mall, which sh attered the window s 
of the C arlton Club building aud considerably in- 
|ured other stru ctu res in m a t vicinity. T he road­ 
way was torii up and rendered im passible. 


a short tim e after these explosions, a rum or 
was circulated th a t the V ictoria railw ay station 
had been blown up, but investigation shows th a t 
it was unfounded. 
The building partly w recked by the explosion 
In Scotland yard was a house used by detectives 
as a lodging-place. 
'Hie adjacent Clarence tavern 
was partly dem olished. 
Several cabs standing In 
the roadw ay w ere overturned by tho force of the 
explosion. 
One carriage n earer by was blown to 
pieces, and Its horses w ere injured. 
A policem an 
on patrol duty at the tim e was seriously wounded, 
and is now iii the hospital. 
T here w ere several 
detectives hi the lodging-house, but none of m ein 
w ere hurt. 
'File E x p lo sio n in P a ll M all 
occurred exactly at 9.17, tw o m inutes after th at 
In Scotland yard. 
T hree m inutes after th at, a t 
9.20, a third explosion occurred In St. Jam es 
square, only a short distance from the scene of the 
second one. T he concussion was the severest 
of all. 
T he back wall of the Ju n io r Carlton Club 
building, which faces on Pall M all, w as blown in, 
aud the splendid m ansion of Sir W atkin W illiams 
W ynn, M. P., of St. Jam es square, was partially 
w recked. 
Two of Sir W atKln’s men servants 
w ere slightly injured. The w indows w ere sm ashed 
and the gas extinguished. 
E ight m aid servants 
of the Ju n io r C arlton Club w ere wounded by flying 
debris when the rear w all of th a t building caved. 
They were rem oved to a hospital. 
A t 9.30 p. rn. eighteen slabs of dynam ite, all 
connected 
w ith 
a 
slab 
which 
had a fuse 
attached, w ere found by the 
police 
at th e 
base 
of 
the 
N elson 
m onum ent 
in 
T ra­ 
falgar square. 
They w ere conveyed to Scotland 
Y ard and exam ined by Colonel M ajendte, in­ 
spector of explosives for the board of works, who 
pronounced them to be nitro com pounds. 
H ad an 
explosion occurred lu T rafalg ar square great loss 
of life m ust have ensued, as a t th a t hour the 
vicinity is crow ded w ith pedestrians and loungers. 
T he explosions and the discovery of evidence of 
a w idespread plan of destruction have caused 
g reat 
consternation 
am ong 
all 
classes. 
T he fact th a t such extensive operations could 
be carried on successfully in the very 
h eart 
of the city, and In spite of the vigilance of the 
police, gives rise to a feeling of insecurity and 
dism ay. The police think th at several dynam iters 
m ust have started out ju st 
after dusk, each 
going directly to a previously selected spot, and 
D epositing the Explosives 
in such a m atter-of-fact way as to a ttra c t no atten ­ 
tion. The singling out of Scotland Y ard as one 
point of attack Is of course a piece of bravado 
intended to show com plete defiance and contem pt 
of the authorities. 
T he police are m addened by 
tonight’s evidence of their incom petency aud are 
subjects of ridicule at the clubs and other resorts 
w here the m atter is discussed. 
T he num ber of persons in th e hospitals suffering 
from Injuries caused by the explosions is twelve. 
T he Tim es says It is a tact th a t the explosions 
occurred on the sam e day th a t T urpin was con­ 
victed and fined for having dynam ite in ids Dos- 
session, while the W estm inster outrage of last 
year followed close upon Mr. G ladstone’s refusal 
to am end the land act. 
T he inference is easy 
th at, when the N ationals are displeased, they 
vent their anger by com m itting outrages.

Fear* T b a t the D ynam iter* H a v e O th e r 
F in n s—Detective* D etailed to U u u rd the 
House* or Cabinet Minister*. 
L o n d o n , May 31.—The excitem ent caused by 
the explosions of dynam ite last night is intense, 
and many alarm ing rum ors prevail. T he fear th a t 
more disasters of tile sam e sort are to speedily 
follow Is so great th at a large force of police have 
been detailed to guard all the public buildings and 
railw ay stations, while a num ber of detectives 
have been placed on duty iii tile vicinity of each 
of 
tho 
cabinet 
m inisters' 
houses, 
and 
a 
couple are 
a t tile disposal of each m inister 
to guard him to and from his residence. G reat 
pressure is being brought to bear oil the govern­ 
ment to offer a rew ard of £ 5000 for the capture of 
the persons who caused last night’s explosions, 
aud £2500 for inform ation which 
will 
lead 
to 
their arrest. 
The police, 
it seems, 
had 
ample tune to 
m ake 
preparation, 
as 
they 
recently received a num ber of threatening letters 
which, It Is now believed, were sent by dynam iters, 
w arning them th a t the lnviiiclbles Intended to 
avenge the arrests of John Daley, Jam es Egan 
and William McDonnell, and saying ta a l the 
police headquarters would be made to feel tho 
pow er of th a t organization.

porating in it some of Hie provisions of the very 
rigorous law recently enacted in G erm any. 
The com ing of daylight this m orning showed 
th a t the dam age caused by the extensions was 
fully equal to tie w orst anticipations. 
Dense 
crow ds of curious end excited people are visiting

The audience was seized with alarm , 
w hich cam e m ar resulting In a panic.

L o n d o n , May 2 7 .—H on. Mr. T revelyan has 
Introduced In tile H ouse of Commons a bill to sim­ 
plify those provisions of the land act by which 
tenants are enabled to purchase th eir holdings.Tile 
Interest on the loans granted by the .State is re­ 
duced to 3 J/4 per cent, per annum to tenauts pay­ 
ing one-quarter of the purchase price down, with 
repaym ents extending over a period of forty 
years. 
Tile S tate will 
lurnish the whole of 
the purcliase-m oney w here the price is considered 
fair, aud Hie security offered is good, repaym ent to 
be made iii thirty-three annual Instalm ents, with 
3 Vi per cent, interest. 
Tile am ount th a t m ay he 
advanced by the S tate Iii any one year is lim ited 
to $25,000,000, and the entire sum to lie devoted 
to tins purpose m ust not exceed $100,000,000. 
This is announced to be the utm ost th at Hie gov­ 
ernm ent will conoede In this m atter. The bill was 
read for the first tim e tonight, after which the 
H ouse adjourned until Ju n e 5.

Tom ato and potato plants th a t had 
begun to bloom are killed, and hundreds of acres 
of corn are destroyed. 
All of Hie tobacco crop 
th a t w as above ground is ruined. 
Tree and small 
fruits will probably prove a total loss. 
Ice vary­ 
ing from a q u arter to half an Inch lu thickness 
form ed In m any parts of the State. 
F a i l R iv e r , May 30.—The frost last night did 
considerable injury to grow ing crops, especially 
vegetables and fruits. 
F arm ers report the severe 
effects of Hie frost in Som erset, Sw ansea, D ighton 
and Taunton. C onsiderable luiury lias beeu done 
to the straw berry crop in D ighton. 
L e w is t o n , May 30.—It has been extrem ely 
cold here today and some snow fell this after­ 
noon. 
W a t e r b u r y , Conn., May 30.—W estern Con­ 
necticut is frozen out. 
T herm om eter stood a t 
27° here today. 
The snow was a q u a rte r of an 
Inch deep in Norfolk yesterday. All fruits and 
garden vegetables hereabouts are ruined. 
Land 
m ust be plowed again for planting. 
Ice was half 
an Inch thick in tins city this m orning. 
N e w H a v e n , M ay 30.—In H am den the frost 
did dam age to tile am ount of $100,000. 
Tile 
ground was frozen to the depth of an inch on Hie 
lulls as well as in the valleys. 
The greatest loss 
is to the ow ners of straw berry beds. 
W a l l in g f o r d , Conn., May 30.—The frost last 
night entailed considerable loss to the farm ers 
aud gardeners. E arly in Hie evening blankets and 
p apers w ere placed over grape vines, flowers, 
straw berries aud the sm aller vegetables, but to 
no purpose iii many instances. 
Straw berries are 
ruined. 
T a u n to n , May 80.—The heavy frost of T hurs­ 
day night destroyed many thousand dollars’ w orth 
of property i ii this section. 
All the early vegeta­ 
bles suffered severely, hut tho heaviest loss will be 
on Hie straw berry crop, which is ruined. 
G r e a t 
B a r r in g t o n , 
May 
30.—The m ost 
severe frost know n tor years at tills season iii 
South B erkshire 
cam e 
last 
night, when the 
m ercury fe I to 22°. 
F ru it of all kinds is ruined. 
G ardens will have to be planted again, as none 
but m ost hardy vegetables or plants are saved.

Ice a q u a rte r 
of an inch thick form ed Iii some localities. G arden 
plants were trozen, and grape-vines are destroyed. 
P r o v id e n c e , M ay 30.—M eagre retu rn s rep o rt 
serious dam age to crops by frost all over the 
State. The potato crop has been out lo the 
ground and alm ost totally destroyed. Corn. tom a­ 
toes aud sm all fruits are also badly Hurt. 
Apples 
and pears are not m uch hurt, being far advanced. 
The w eather still continues cold. F u rth er dam age 
Is feared. 
K e e n e , N. IL, M ay 30.—F ro st last night cut 
down all tile young vegetation, destroying a large 
share of Hie early-plan ted potatoes, corn aud g ar­ 
den produce. 
It was Hie most destructive frost 
for many years. 
T he cold extends with unusual 
seventy to Hie hill towns. 
F i t c h b u r g , May 30.—The frost last night is 
som ething unprecedented. 
T he spring has been 
unusually late, and lins bas prevented many from 
planting extensively. 
The farm ers report m uch 
dam age to ta rn , beans aud early vegetables. 
D o v e r , N. ll., May 30. —N early all the corn, 
potatoes iud oilier crops which w ere above ground 
are killed by frost. 
Hie apple, pear and other 
fru it trees, which w ere well in blossom, will be 
severely injured.

An Almost 
Incredible Story 
from Maryland. 


H anai Beings in Bondage the W trst i i 


the World, 


And More Terrible by Far Than Negro 
Slavery.

O a k la n d , Md., May 3 1 .—In the rom antically 
situated town of St. G eorge, the seat of T ucker 
county, hi the h eart of Hie C heat m ountains, over­ 
looking the beautiful C heat river, was enacted 
yesterday a scene calculated to m ake tile blood 
boll with Indignation. 
Iii the b right spring sun­ 
shine which threw into grand relief the verdure- 
clad sum m its of the lofty peaks of the m ountains 
and which m ade the beautiful river, full of chasing 
cascades, seem like a broad baud of running silver 
tipped with diam onds as it dashed and plashed 
over the rocks In Its course on the m ountain's 
sides, stood eighteen w retched hum an beings be­ 
fore a crow d of perhaps COO people. 
The crow d 
was gathered before the little building called the 
court house and included farm ers, clergym en and 
tow nspeople. 
T hese eighteen hum an beings, som e crying, 
others laughing, and am ong them an Idiotic girl 
suffering from a scrofulous disease, who jabbered 
and grinned, w ere paupers, and they w ere, under 
Ute law of tbe State, to fie sold for Ute term of o h o 
year to Ute highest bidder. For tile past tw o w eeks 
Hie county nailers bad teem ed w ith advertisem ents 
which announced tbe sale under an order of 
a court of justice, and 
for tho past tw o or 
three 
days 
the 
fam ilies 
and 
others, 
attracted by the announcem ent, had come pouring 
hi 
in 
stage 
coaches 
and 
country wagons, 
over the m ountains and through the dells, for St. 
George lias, as yet. no railw ay connection. 
The 
m ajority of the coiners sought the buildings, 
yclept botels, w here they regaled them selves w itn 
hom em ade, and, it is hinted iu some cases, "m oon­ 
shine” w hiskey, while they discussed the ‘’points” 
ol the unfortunates w hose poverty m ole them 
chattels for b arter and sale, as though they w ere 
so many dogs or cows. 
P rom ptly a t lo o'clock Ute crowd gathered in 
front of Ute 
(c u rt 
bouse and inspected Ute 
paupers, while the town boys on tile o u tsk irts of 
the throng jeered and torm ented the unfortunates, 
litis being tak en as a m atter of course aud some­ 
thing th at no person thought ut stopping. 
Pres­ 
ently the sheriff et tho county m ounted Ute horse 
block, 
T h a t R e lic o f th e D a r k D ots o f S ls v r r y 
hi ante-bellum tim es, aud read "tho order of tho 
co u rt,’’ which decreed th a t for the term of one 
year the paupers of Hie county should be sold to 
the highest bidder. 
Then the auctioneer, a stout, 
jolly-faced Individual, m ounted the block aud 
m aking a Jesting rem ark, w hich caused tbe crow d 
to roar witli 
laughter, announced 
th at 
tho 
"goods are divided into two ( lo se s, able-bouiod 
aud invalids,” and asked tor bids. 
The first to step upon the block was an old m an 
70 years of age. 
T urning bim around for the bel­ 
ter Inspection of the bidders, the auctioneer began: 
"N ow , gentlem en,” s.ffff he, ‘ bere you have a fine 
m an. 
Ile Is sound, solid, and gentle as a kitten. 
lie is good for a lug day’s work. 
How m uch am I 
offered?’' 
T he old lellow looked anxiously at 
th e crowd of bidders as Ute am ounts offered wero 
outbid. 
Finally lie was sold to a m ao nam ed 
John A nderson for $26, who after paying his 
money tooK lite old fellow, w h o looked sad and 
w eary aud sighed heavily as be went aw ay WUU 
him. 
Among the group of paupers was a beautiful 
little girl of ten years, who cried bitterly because 
she had to leave Hie I anil ly to whom site had been 
sold the previous year. 
bite baff neither tattier or 
m otlier, or. lf she had, they had tiirow n lier adrift 
when ail laftuff. 
P erhaps she was the child of 
aflame aud m ayhap her relatives stood am ong the 
jesting 
throng of 
people who inspected her 
“points" as site stepped upon the block and was 
pu t up for sale bv tho tolly auctioneer. 
Site had 
not even a nam e, and the auctioneer facetiously 
dubbed lier “ bally,” w hereat his listeners laughed 
im m oderately. 
Bite sold for *8 So, and shocking 
as it m ay appear, strange as It m ay seem to 
N orthern ears and hearts, 
H e r P u rc h a se r W a s a M inistar 
of the gospel, a m an known as one of tbe chosen 
few, G od’s elect, whose duty it is to m inister to 
Ute sp iritu al w ants of the people. 
He is a good 
m an, no doubt, aud Ute child will be gently and 
tenderly tre a te d ; but the h ard fact rem ains th a t 
a preacher of Ute holy lessons taught by the death 
of Jesus C hrist to redeem Hie world, purchased 
tills cli flu, tills hum an being, for the term of one 
year from tiffs date. 
One of the m ost pitiful sights ever seen was th at 
of Ute next pauper to he sold. 
She was un oid 
woman, and it was her tit st y ear as a pauper. 
P er­ 
haps slit) had once been rich In tills w orld’s goods 
and had a happy home. At ail events she had sup­ 
ported herself till Hie present tim e, anil Ute ques­ 
tion of her past was kuowu only to herself. No one 
else knew. No one eared, bite was led lo tbe block 
c t) lug as though lier h eart would break.

slie stepped upon it site w ailed in lier anguish, "M y 
God. I wish I could die.

In this tim e of depression of m anufactures, with 
m any laborers throw n out of em ploym ent, uncer­ 
tain when th em w ill be work, and, m eantim e, 
seein g day by day th e m eans they bad previously 
acquired disappear, th ough t n aturally reverts to 
tim land as a source of livelihood aud indepen­ 
d en ce. 
T h ere are m any d eserted farm s and more 
neglected ones to be obtained, but to secure and 
stock them w ith atnrnals and tools requires m ore 
cap ital than many p ossess, b u l it can be done by 
co-operation in the sam e m anner th at our manu- 
f irturlng corporations have been started , and as 
cattle raising is now b ein g conducted on the 
ranches at the W est. 
W hen a m ill, wit it m a­ 
chinery, and supplied with the Deeded raw m ate­ 
rial, Is beyond the m eans of the person Interested. 
a stock com pany is form ed, and shares of stock 
are taken by different persons as they are able, or 
m ay desire to be in terested in the undertaking. 
A farm can be started In lik e m anner, and would 
furnish em ploym ent on it for m any w om en and 
children, as w ell a» m en. 
Land w ithout labor is 
of little value j It ii labor applied to land which 
gives Hie products of th e soil, and from th ese 
products th e profits are derived. 
A farm system ­ 
atically carried on, supplied w itii th e necessary 
farm ing m achinery and stock , w ith the requisite 
am ount of capital needed, w ould pay a larger per 
cent, dividend than either th e cotton , w ool or shoe 
industries in w hich so much m oney is invested in 
th e N ew England S tates, aud Hie b usiness would 
tie safe and not as fluctuating. 
Land can be 
bought even In M n'-sacnusetts as low as w ild lands 
can be bought at th e W est, that are located on the 
line of a railroad, 
aud 
yet 
there 
are many 
w ho w ill Invest their m oney to raise cattie at that 
distance when they can do it m ore proCtabiy, and 
under their own eye, close at hom e. 
A m erchant 
or a m anufacturer can m ake but little th em selves; 
ll is from the labor they em ploy th at they derive 
their profits. 
It is Hie sam e in fa n n iu g -la b o r 
m ust be applied, and on th e am ount of it depends 
in a great m easure Hie profits. 
A m anufacturing com pany Is considered su c­ 
cessfu l w hose d ividends average IO per cent, for a 
term of years and its stock will com m and a lafge 
prem ium . 
Compare that w ith a farm conducted 
on b usiness principles w hich should pay 25 per 
cen t, per annum , and Hie 
plant con stantly in­ 
crease In value, Instead of as in m ost cases in 
oilier b la n ch es of b usiness d ecrease from th e de­ 
terioration of m achinery, and buildings iii w hich 
so large a portion of the cap ital of the plant is in­ 
vested . 
A s farm ing is now conducted, how few 
of tho ncr*s com prising the farm are w orked, 
com pared w ith the w hole num ber, Hie profit on 
tho few acres w orked going In part to pay the in­ 
terest and ta x es on that lyin g idle! 
H ow m any of 
th e acres that are tilled produce Hie quantity they 
should, th e 
ex p en ses 
aggregatin g 
alm ost the 
sam e with th irty bushel* of corn to tho acre as 
fifty, th e profits com ing from Hie extra num ber of 
b ush els grow n above th e num ber of bushels w hich 
pay tho n ecessary charges to produce the crop?

Professor J . W . Sanborn g iv es Hie follow ing as 
a partial resu lt of recen t exp erim en ts in cattle 
feed in g: 
T he practice of grain feed in g pedigree 
stock and cow s giving m ilk w hile at pasture is on 
th e in crease. 
F atten in g steers for early pasture 
b eef are now , to a con sid erab le exten t, fed grain 
at pasture. 
Tile profit of th e practice is lichi 
much Iii doubt by m ost farm ers. 
T h ose that 
practice it are am ong tho b etter class of farm ers, 
and their v iew s are en titled to much consideration. 
iii dairy sections of Hie country m any dairym en 
give m eal th e entire year. 
T ile rapid spread of 
cream eries in tills State gives to the question of 
pasture feed ing, to dairym en, esp ecial interest. 
D uring tim es of drought aud at the beginning 
and en d in g of the pasture season, no good dairy­ 
man q u estion s th e im p ortance of sup p lem entin g 
Hie d eficien t pasturage by either grain or forage 
crops, green fed. 
D uring th e favorable m ouths, 
w hen grass is abundant and rich, is Hie tim e 
of questionable grain feeding. 
A n alyses of grass 
in Ju n e and July have show n it to be very rich, til 
a pasture of m ixed g la sses. 
Such p astu res we 
should have. 
P ractical feed ing trials on an exten ­ 
siv e scale have led G erm an Investigators to be­ 
lieve that a steer ot 8 5 0 p o u n d s’w eigh t in good 
grow ing condition n eeds one pound album inoids 
(the tiesn-foriniiig m aterials of food) to every eight 
pounds carbo-hydrates (the heat, force and fat- 
form ing m aterials of loud). 
For fatten in g cattle 
Hie ratio of th ese m aterials to each other is as I 
to 5 .5 . 
Good pastures contain grasses w hose 
ratio of album inoids to carbo-hydrates is as I to 
4.5. but varying from th is to as one is to eigh t. A 
real y first-class pasture cannot, th eoretically, be 
bettered by any added 
food, very m aterially, 
excep t k s the food is m ore concentrated or easily 
d igested . 
Such food w ill alw ays be m any tim es 
more costly per pound of nutrition afforded, and 
cannot be thought to p ayexcep t as ex c ess food ,food 
given to th at already used to m aintain th e ex ist­ 
ence of Hie beast. 
W inter grow th usu ally costs 
six to eigh t cen ts a pound, and pasture grow th 
one aud a half to tw o cen ts for an anim al half-

A natural or w ild fruit m a y b e som ew hat 
im proved bv cultivation and pin n in g, but at the 
present tim e nearly all of the m ost im portant im ­ 
provem ents iii tru lls, vegetab les aud flow ers are 
m ade by the hybridizing of the different varieties. 
A ll our best fin d s are se e d in g , produced by 
cro sses in tills w ay. 
T be im provem ent in v eg e­ 
tab les and gi ain is perhaps not less im portant t ban 
in Hie line of fruits. Aud in Hie floral departm ent, 
new and beautiful flow ering aud 
ornam ental 
foliage plants have appeared in great profusion, 
in d eed , Iii lid s branch tho im provem ent lias been 
truly surprising to th ose who eau look back even 
tw en ty or thirty years. 
Yet great as bas been the 
im provem ent, w e do not believe Hie perfect fruit, 
vegetab le, or flow er 
lias ever 
y et been pro­ 
duced. 
N either lias Hie perfect man nor wom an. 
W e frequently bear penult- say that " things are 
not as th ey used to b e,’’ the w etters are more 
severe, tile crops 
m ore liable to fail, th e peo­ 
ple m ore depraved, 
aud th a t our 
m oral 
as 
w ell 
as our 
m aterial 
w ell 
being 
is 
m ore 
ham pered t Dan In Hie ‘good old d ays’ tnat are 
p ast,” 
T his undue veneration for the p ast is only 
a relic of sup erstition , and is not w arranted by 
Hie facts. 
E very thin k in g and observing man or 
wom an cannot fall to see that agriculture and 
horticulture have, even in th e last decade, been 
brought nearer to p erfection than ever before, 
and th at sin ce m an's advent upon the earth , his 
Intellectual and moral w ell-being has never been 
raised to so h igh a standard as at the p resent d ay, 
and although perfection in an ythin g may never I e 
attained in lins w orld, yet tilings seem feu d in g in 
that d irection. 
T here m ay be a lim it beyond 
w hich a 11 ult m ay not be im proved, yet, consider­ 
ing the inferior quality of fruits in form er d ays, it 
is surprising to see how m any line varieties Pave 
been produced, and, great as Hie advance lias 
Teen, w e b elieve greater results are yet to follow . 
H ow b eautifully may Hie divin e p ossib ilities of 
nature and th e art and gen iu s of m an work 
togeth er to produce these w onderful resu lts, (iud 
creates and m an’s industry and ingenuity d evelops 
and im proves nature. 
T ile sam e 
is true of 
our d om estic anim als. 
Com pare, if you p lease, 
the w ild M ustang horse w ith Hie Incom parable 
H am bletonlan—a m atchless com bination of beauty 
aud strength, sw iftn ess aud docility. 
It we cease 
to cu ltivate aud care tor th ese Im proved fruits, 
v egetab les, flow ers and anim als, they will soon 
return to th eir original w ild, bitter and w orth less 
condition. 
P recisely so w ith m in. 
C ease to cu l­ 
tivate ii 11 n and lie will soon d escen d to tile sav a g e 
and low est grade of hum anity. 
S uccess iii fruit 
grow ing depends in a great m easure upon proper 
selection of varieties and in telligent culture. 
It is 
w ell know n that m any varieties of fruit succeed 
in certain localities, and yet are of little value 
elsew h ere, lienee no one should en gage in fruit 
grow ing w ithout a good degree of practical know l­ 
ed ge of Hie b usiness and a taste suited to the 
work. 
T he price of su ccessfu l fruit grow ing is 
like that of liberty—"eternal vigilan ce” —h ence 
su ccess iii agricultural and horticultural pursuits, 
Iii 
any country, 
d epends 
not alon e on 
its 
natural ad vantages, 
but very m uch upon Hie 
Intelligence, tact, energy and industry of man to 
d evelop its resou rces, 
file old adage is certainly 
tru e: "God h elp s th ose w ho help th em selv es.” 
God w orks by m eans in nature, and it Is our duty 
to co-operate w ith nature in bringing all the good 
tilin gs w hich God has 
given in to the h ig h est 
stare ot p erfection 
possible. 
T he 
process of 
h ybridizing is sim p le; w e have only to pay due 
regard to the ch aracteristics of tb e parent fruits. 
T he b est resu lts of course m ay be exp ected by 
crossin g m e best varieties. 
T hus w ith the m eans 
which P rovidence has placed in our hands we 
should strive to perfect som ething w hich w ill add 
not only to our profit, but w ill bring com fort and 
h app iness to others. 
T hen 
w ill our lives not 
have been spent in vain, and our nam es w ill be 
rem em bered 
by 
th ose 
w ho survive u s w ith 
gratitud e aud pleasure.—[Ohio F an n er.

A ll grades ox

It is as n ice a crop to 
handle as cotton, if not m ore so.

it m ust be w ell worked to do 
w ell, and not be allow ed to be overrun w ith w eed s 
or grass. 
The land selected m ust bo w ell drained. 
.Slightly rolling land is b est, and Hie richer and 
clean er the land tile better, as I could ea sily see 
w hen riding along Hie roads, from Hie -ffze and 
num ber of stack s on Hie field. Suitable land being j 
selected , it m ust be broken up w ell and deep, an d 
I citer if done iii Hie fall and w inter, and then re- 
broken Iii tile spring arid thoroughly harrow ed and 
m ade m ellow . 
W hen th is is d one, as early in the 
spring a- p ossib le and be safe from frost, list up 
Hie land by throw ing tw o furrow s together three 
feet apart. 
Block oft Hie lists and open w itli a 
very sm all bulltou gu e three to four iuclit s deep, 
ann then Hie ground Is ready to plant. 
The seed 
m ust be ready aud w ell selected , m ust not have 
been healed or m oulded. 
T hey are very ten d er, 
and ll tak es care to get a good stan d ; w hen th at 
is obtained a good crop is assured. 
T ile seed s are prepared by being tak en out of 
tin; hull aud th e sound seed s sep arated carefully 
from the faulty. 
Tho red sort grow s up like co t­ 
ton ; tile w hite Kinds are inclined to vine like 
yam s, but there is not m uch difference in tile 
yield . 
T he w hite is m ost salab le In the m arkets. 
T he ground b eing ready aud Hic* seed all right, 
you w ill drop th e seed s on e at a place In the drill, 
three in ch es deep, carefully, and cover them as 
you would cotton, w ith a block or board fasten ed 
on tile bulltougue slock .

TiiliKe oilier crops, tin s n eeds 
no liililng'U p in the fail before frost. 
G athering 
is done by using a plough esp ecially m ade for the 
purpose, w hich is sim ply 
ail 
inferior potato 
digger, w ith one w ing in stead of three. 
T ills is 
run under 
Hie p eas 
and 
loosen s 
them up. 
J he top of th e bush is then 
caught 
up and 
shaken to throw’ off Hie earth ; Hie vin e and 
peas 
throw n down straight aud allow ed to w ill 
aud dry ten or tw elve hours ii iii rainy, bad 
w eath er; lf fair, a day or tw o. 
Then Hie bands 
com e 
along w ith stack stak es 7 to 8 feet long. 
Stick them in the ground, and take up (he vin es, 
tbe peas adhering to Hie loots. 
T hey are sta ck ed 
closely around th ese stak es, peas n ext th e stak es 
and lops out. T hey are built up in nice pyram idal 
shap e, and topped ou i w ith a bunch 01 goon hay 
lo keep Hie w aler off the peas. 
T ile stack s run in 
straigh t row s, aud are allow ed to thus stand until 
Hie peas are w ell cured and (try.

T he sunflow er lias 
long been grow n for its oil seed s in

quan t'ties, and w’liv not equal q uan tities, as cheap 
feed for ca ttle atu fiu h en neries,lf for nothing else. 
In B assia, w here the production of seed is very 
large,H ie oil i* exp ressed on Hie sp o t,aud is largely 
em ployed tor adulterating oil, w hile I e purified 
oil is considered equal to olive and alm ond oil for 
t title us . 
in Dtdia one acre o f land is stated to 
yl id 1 1 5 0 pounds or seed, w hich iii the pres* Rives 
out forty-five g lim ns of oil. and is there com pared 
w ith ground nut and applied to th e sam e uses. 
I think C anada, including th e N orth w est, can 
produce oil in tins w ay quite as w ell a s in d ia or 
R ussia. 
I a lso find that experim ental culture in 
France gave 1 7 7 8 pounds of seed , yield in g l o per 
cent, of oil (2 7 5 Hounds) and 8 0 per ce ,t. of ca k e; 
but th e product (according to Hie French report) 
varu s con sid erab ly according to soil, clim ate ami 
cu ltivation , and th a t Hie average m ay be roundly 
stated at fifty b u sh els of seed from an acre, and 
one gallon of ..ll from one bushel of seed ;

W h y W a t L a n d s S hould be D ra in e d . 
■When land is saturated w llh w ater aq uatic 
plants of little or no value are th ose w hich flour­ 
ish ; Hie fertility of th e soil is locked up, and if the 
cu ltivator w ish es to avail h im self of th is fertility, 
and by Its m ean s to grow agricultural p lan ts, lie 
m ust rem ove th e superfluous w ater. 
J u st as w ith­ 
out pum ping you can n ot avail you rself of th e coal 
or copper w hich lies In the m ines beneath th e sur­ 
face. so in lik e m anner you can n ot unlock tile fer­ 
tility of the soil u n less you allow air to tak e the 
place of Hie w ater. 
In agriculture the plants per­ 
form tl.e part of tile miner in B epainting the 
valu ab le m aterial from the m ass of Hie soil, w inch 
m aterial th ey afterw ard, by the ald o f the sun and 
th e atm osphere, nianut iciure into food for man 
and anim als. 
T he inherent properties of Hie soil 
are finis m ade available, and th at w as before of 
little or no valu e becom es m ost valu ab le; corn and 
m eat are produced and are sold in Hie mal ket, and 
th e landlord receiv es gold as rent in exch an ge for 
a portion of Hie Inherent properties of ids soil. 
A fter th e land is drained, lim e is som etim es ap­ 
plied, and on a certain class of so ils its b eneficial 
effects are very area '. 
One of Hie m ost im portant 
arni in terestin g scientific facts in relation to agri­ 
culture 
is con n ected 
with nitric 
acid. 
The 
form ation of nitric acid from th e stock of organic 
nitrogen ex istin g in tho soil, the inert condition or 
such organ ic nitrogen, and Hie great influence of 
th e liberated nitric acid in prom oting tile grow th 
of agricultural crops, m ay be con sid ered to have 
got beyond th e leg io n of probability into th at of 
esta b lish ed fa cts. 
W hen we add Unit the conver­ 
sion of organic nitrogen is due to Hie operation of 
a livin g organ ism , w hich caunot perform its work 
w ith ou t there is sufficient lim e in th e soil to com ­ 
bine w ith the n itric acid as quickly as It Is form ed, 
w e get a clear in sigh t as to why ll is thaj the lim e 
is far m ore ben eficial upon soils w here life am ount 
of vegetab le m atter is large and the am ount of 
lim e is sm all, than it is upon so ils w here th e lim e 
is abundant and th e vegetable m atter is sm all. 
A s in draining, so w ith liming, the inherent prop­ 
erties of the soil are m ade available.

R a is in s U n l a n d R ice. 
John F. W est e t F ayette, M iss., w rites to a 
Southern J o u rn al; In the spring of 1 8 8 2 I re­ 
ceived from P rofessor Steele of M obile about tw o 
ou nces ot upland rice to experim ent w ith In tills 
latitud e. 
T h is v a riety w as called the “ Y engeit” 
rice, from th e S tate of Y’engen, C hinese E m pire, it 
havin g been b rou ght from that country by B ishop 
M arvin, w lille on Ids travels iii the " E ast, by w ay 
of Hie W est.” 
A fter giving it a trial, P rofessor 
S teele noticed th a t it grew splendidly on the up­ 
lands, aud th a t It displayed several qualities of 
decided valu e. 
It w as earlier iii ripening than 
the H onduras or any of our varieties of upland 
rice. 
T he grain w as much w hiter,, and hulled 
m ore 
easily 
titan 
any 
other 
variety 
lie 
had ever seen . 
It stood drought b elter, w ith no 
blastin g w orthy of m ention, aud th e yield w as Im­ 
m ense. 
I selected a piece of high-ridge clay land, 
prepared as for corn, and w ell pulverized. 
I w as 
careful to drop only from three to four grains in a 
hill, about ten or tw elv e Inches apart in Hie drill, 
to m ake mv lim ited supply of seed go as far a s pos­ 
sible. 
C ultivated as corn, ex c ep t th at I used my 
cu ltivator m ore often to keep down w eed s and 
vin es, and in tho la tter part of sum m er h arvested 
considerably m ore than a bushel of nice, clean, 
rough rice to each ounce of seed planted. 
On 
land capable of 
producing good corn it w ill 
give 
a 
yield 
of 
from 
six ty 
to 
eighty 
bushels to Hie acre. 
I 
am 
surprised 
th at 
upland rice is not m ore gen erally cu ltivated , as 
it certain ly can be m ade a profitable crop, even lf 
there are 110 rice m ills in Hie im m ediate vicin ity. 
It is ea sily handled and can beA liipped to m ark et 
in Hie rough, 
it is ex cellen t stock feed aud a va l­ 
uable au xiliary to the crop. 
T ile straw being very 
soft and spongy, is highly relished by stock. 
Be­ 
sid es. it is u seful in m any w ays on the farm , m aking 
ex cellen t horse collars, m attresses, etc. I think it 
w ill grow aud can be m ade profitable in any oi Hie 
Southern or Middle S tates; Iii fact, anyw here that 
there is a season of five m on ths w ith out frost. 
A spring frost does not injure it in th e lea st, as 
th e yonug p lants m ay be nipped off by Hie frost 
and then spring up from th e roots and do w ell, 
and probably better than if th ey had never b een 
bitteu.

Iii Hie w riter’s apiary tw o largo tin p ails filled 
w ith w ater are alw ays k ep t n ear the sim p door, 
w ith a fountain pum p hanging over th em ; and if 
a sw arm show s any d isp osition to leave, or is slow 
In clu sterin g w hen oth er sw arm s are exp ected , it 
receiv es such a spln klin g th a t 
It soon “hangs 
itself up to dry.” 
W ith such a pump and p len ty 
of w ater it is n ext to im p ossib le for a sw arm to 
abscond. 
The im plem ent i3 also u sefu l to pre­ 
ven t u niting or clusterin g of sw arm s issuin g at 
tlio sam e tim e. N ear the til) p ails stand tw o splint, 
clothes-b askets, lined w ith cotton cloth, and ca d i 
b ask et is furnished w ith a burlap 
cover stitch ed 
to one side of it, 
A s soon as 
a 
swarm lits 
clustered It is shaken into one of th ese bask et.', 
tbe cover flopped over, and if another sw arm 
O ’ 
som eth in g else dem ands im m ediate atten tion the 
bask et end Its con ten ts can be set one sid e, to be 
disposed of at leisure. A lter seein g th e ea se w ith 
w hich b ees Can be m anaged w hen allow ed to swarm 
naturally, the energy w ith w iden they w ork, and 
tbe ex cellen t 
resu lts 
obtained, Hie w riter Is 
decidedly opposed to artificial sw a r m in g -a n d 
also to q ueens w ith clipped w ings. 
In Hie first 
p lace, w hen the bees sw arm , th e queen lins to be 
found and caged. 
T h e bees roam around for a 
long lune, and som etim es finally cluster. 
If 
another swarm com es out th ey are certain to 
u nite w ith it. W hen Hie bees do return they often 
go piling into Hie w rong h ive, perhaps h ives; and 
if they do catch on to the proper one, in stead of 
going in they often cliN ter a ll over its outside. 
Som etim es, after Hie queen has been allow ed to 
run in siie com es out again , then of cou rse Hie 
bees w ill follow lier. 
in m y ex p erien ce a swarm

Our exp erien ce ad m onish es us a g ain st deeply 
ploughing under m anure, if its good effects are ex ­ 
pected to bo m an ifest hi th e p resen t grow ing crop- 
On Hie contrary, w here a corn or oar fallow is ta 
be m anured, alw ays top-dress on the furrow s, and 
plow the m anure slig h tly iii at the second plough­ 
ing w ith a light one-horse corn plough, then sow 
your seed , and either drill or plough it in after the 
ground Is w ell harrow ed. 
T h is probably tallies 
w ith m o st fa n n ers’ ex p erien ce, w h o ,so w their 
w heat o u ’n corn stubble. 
But a great d ea l of

grain Is grown on 
oat stubble, w here 
Hie m anuring is done on th e stubble, instead of 
tile ground being Iii st ploughed, and the m anuring 
done on tbe furrow s aud liien ploughed under and 
harrow ed alter to e second ploughing.

aud harrow ing to produce an average crop. 
But 
it should not he forgotten th at Hie prim ary object 
of all 1 toughing, is tile ultim ate seed in g dow n of 
tim land to grass. 
Tilts is one of the reasons ad ­ 
vanced for surface m anuring; It costs a second 
ploughing it is true, but p repares th e soil much 
b etter for the future grow th both of grain and 
grass. 
W here corn ground w as h eavily m anured 
i before th e sod w as broken lip, the soil w ill not 
require another d ressin g of m anure, but after th e 
secon d p loughing and harrow ing Hie seed may 
be sow n ohm r for rye or w heat w ith a prospect of 
a lair crop. 
T he philosophy.of ib is is. that the 
soil has already assim ilated th e fertilizing prop- 
pertles of t he m anure, aud is la a condition lo 
yield it up for Hie benefit o f Hie grow ing crop. 
U nder such circu m stan ces a little sub so ilin g can

R oots fo r th e D airy. 
R ecen tly th e w riter visited a largo dairy w hich 
w as dally giving hundreds of pounds of very rich 
m ilk. 
T he ration fed w as clover hay, a sm all 
feed of grain aud about lu l l a b ush el of sugar 


beets per day. 
T he p oint raised is wily tiffs par­ 
ticular herd of co w s, m ostly due lo calve in M ardi, 
should w ithin filly days of calvin g tim e g ive each 
more than eigh ty pounds of m ilk per w eek. 
T he 
dairym an could not exp lain the fact, but th is he 
knew . that clover hay and beets not on ly m ade 
th e cow’s give good yield s of m ilk, bu ’, it also 
caused them to give m ilk ten m ouths instead of 
six or seven , as w hen fed on hay and grain. 
H ie 
beets, w e Hunk, are not rich iii nitrogen, but they 
contain ail abundant supply ot natural ju ices. 
Clover hay is va ry rich In nitrogen, aud if oat 
snorts are also fed, all the better.

Preparatory to w ean in g, pigs should he en cou r­ 
aged to eat food w ith tile dam . 
T hey w ill learn to 
drink m ilk quite early, but do uot take to eating 
solid food until som e three w eek s old. 
Tile great 
m ajority of farm ers have sklm -nulk to feed you ng 
p ig s; but iii Hie ab sen ce of th is best su b stitu te 
for th e m ilk of the dam , th e solid food should be 
prepared by cook in g. 
T here are m any rations 
w hich w ill be appropriate to you ng p igs w ith out 
m ilk, such as w heat m iddlings, oats and corn­ 
m eal, in equal portions, cooked togeth er; or four 
Parts oats. four paris co in aud one part oil-m eal, 
co o k e d ; or six parts p ease, five parts corn and one 
part flaxseed, cook ed ; or oats and pease ground to­ 
gether and cook ed ; or potatoes, corn and oatm eal, 
co o k e d ; or four p atIs corn, tw o parts oats aud one 
part decorticated cotton-cake, and m any other 
sim ilar coni hi nations of food. But corn-m eal alone 
is a very unprofitable ration for young p igs. 
T ile 
food should contain all the elem en ts n ecessary to 
grow ing the fram e and m uscular system . 
Horn or 
corn-m eal is very inadequate for t h i s ’purpose, it 
being Off per cent. starch, 7 per cent, fat, and only 
about l o per cent, nitrogenous food. w ith too 
sm all a portion of phosphate of lim e to build the 
bones. 
W e have seen tho w orst resu lts from 
A ttem pts to grow good pigs upon corn-m eal alone. 
We saw one ca se of three pigs fed upon corn­ 
m eal, 
prepared 
in 
Hie 
best 
w ay, 
to Induce 
tiiem to eat largely 
of 
it, wit ti Hie exp ecta- 
li rn of producing a large grow th at an early ago. 
T he resu lt w as th at a i 130 d ays old , th ese pigs 
w ere m ere squ ab s of fat, alm ost spherical In form , 
and their hones and m uscles so w eak that tw o of 
them could stand hut a m om ent, anil had to sit 
upon their h a u n ch es; y et th ese pigs only w eighed 
n in ety pounds ea ch , at lea st forty pounds less 
than if th ey had been ted a proper ration, 
it is 
very u nsk ilful feed in g th at w ill uot 1 roduce an 
average grow th of one pound live w eigh t per day. 
L en gth and bread th of body are n ecessary to 
bulla rapid grow th upon. 
Tiffs d evelopm ent can­ 
not be attain ed w ithout th e proper food.

flow of m ilk is ab undant. 
T he sym ptom s are, en­ 
largem ent o f Hie udder, w hich b ecom es hard, 
con gested and p a in fu l; one or both sid es m ay be 
atta ck ed , and on pressure hard ca k es m ay be felt 
in th e udder, th e tea ts sym path etically becom ing 
ten se, painliil and often nearly or en tirely im per­ 
viou s. 
T lie m ilk, w hen draw n, Is ropy, and, lith e 
Inflam m ation g oes on, m ay b ecom e bloody and 
m ixed vvllIi m atter. 
Of cou rse Hie ob ject of any 
trea tm en t is first to allay Hie inflam m ation.

tiffs purpose bathe 
or fom ent

tea ts in warm w ater, or w ith warm soap suds.

S e a s o n a b le H in ts . 
S u ccess in tbe operation of spring budding in ­ 
vo lv es the n ecessity of preserving Hie scion s dor­ 
m ant (in Hie ice h ouse) until Hie sap becom es 
active In th e stock . 
The work is then done in Hie 
ordinary w ay. 
A ssu m in g that th e inquirer is un­ 
acquainted w ith budding p each es, it is perform ed 
sim ply by m aking a perpendicular slit through 
Hie nark of tile stock and a short horizontal cu t it 
the top of Hie sam e, the tw o form ing the letter T. 
lia is e th e bark slig h tly , and it is ready for Hie 
bud. T he latter is shaved off th e scion w ith a very 
sharp, thin-bladed knife, allow ing about an inch in 
length of bark, w ith a thin slip of wood Adhering. 
Som e rem ove Hie latter, but our b est peaeh-bud- 
d ers do not stop for tiffs extra work. 
Slip Hie 
prepared bud nuder tb e bark of th e stock and tie 
with any soft string. 
A s soon as th e strin gs ap­ 
pear to "cut-in” m e bark, untie and w ind again 
loosely. 
In spring budding, after Hie buds have

Wi en Hie vin es w ere large enough to begin to 
run, th e w hole su rface w as covered to the d ep th 
rf a foot or fifteen in ch es with w heat straw .

straw w as placed close up around the v in es. 
N o 
cultivation w hatever w as given a fterw ard s; 110 
w eeds or grass grew . 
T he vines spread over the 
straw , and the m elons m atured clean and nice. 
T he yield w as reported 
as abundant, and the 
exp erim en t an entire success. 
In transplanting, w here the land is ab un d an tly 
fertile, a w et cabbage set in m oist c a r lin s good 
enough, but if th e soil is not q uite so rich as it 
should be then puddling th e root m cmv m anure 
is beneficial. 
I h is is a Germ an m ethod, and is 
taught to boys iii the com m on sch ools there. 
A 
Germ an lad I had lust sum m er practiced tills 111a- 
iu!ie puddling w hile w e set b eets, turnips and 
cabbage, and he m ade holes in tb e soil for the 
p lants with b ls finger. 
H e knew ids business. 
H e w as en tirely indifferent to th e leaves upon tho 
p lant: w hen set Kiev w ithered aud died, but new 
ones flourished w onderfully. 
A bushel of apples w ill m ake from four to four 
and a halt pounds of evaporated fruit, w hich w ill 
k eep any length of tim e, and w hen fruit is scarce 
w ill bring sixteen cen ts and upw ards a pound. 
T he poor apples, w ith th e cores and sk in s of ot h­ 
ers. are w orked into jellies, w hich find a ready 
m arket. 
The area of orchards d ees not keep pace 
w ith the dem and for their products. 
T here is a 
bright future for Hie careful orchardist. Orchards 
left to 
take care of th em selves soon die out. 
K eep tile so il rich. dig about Hie roots, allow no 
w eed s to grow about the trees, scrape off tho 
rougher bark. apply thin soap to keep off the 
borer, and, iii short, pet them , and tim reward w ill 
be abundant apples. 
D efend the w oodpecker; he 
is tile friend of Hie orchard. 
T he g reatest draw Hack to profitable farm ing iii 
tiffs country, and e s p e c ia lly ^ Hie W estern S tates, 
is Hie lack of good cu ltivation . 
It is better to 
raise IOO bush els of corn to an acre than fifty 
bushels. 
W ith proper m anagem ent and culture, 
the arable lands in th ese States would yield double 
H eir present average product per acre. 
B etter 
preparation of the soil and thorough a lter cu lti­ 
vation is needed. 
iii N ew Y o r k S tate potato grow ers su ccessfu lly 
u se th is trea tm e n t: J u st as Hie sprouts are break­ 
ing turough Hie surface, or ju st before, w hen the 
row s are so plainly m arked that no m istak e can 
be m ade, they go through w ith Hie shovel plough 
or Hie horse line and throw a good furrow of fresh 
tine earth com p letely over Hie Hill. plants aud all. 
It is clanned th a t even if th e p otatoes are up tw o 
in d ie s high it w ill do them no liana. 
In settin g cab b age plants, it is better to pull or 
cu t o il all of Hie large leaves, leaving only Hie 
sm all central ones. 
The outer leaves are of no 
service to th e you ng plant, for the reason th at tin* 
ro ts cannot supply them w ith m oisture, so that 
they w ilt and die.

eral years ago, we secured a better stand front 
plants so treated than irom th ose w iden w ere set 
w itli t h e ir s a ves en tire, a s they w ere taken from 
the seed-bed. 
The practice of double cropping is one of Hie 
paying secrets of the m arket gardener’s b usiness 
Hun farm ers should avail th em selv es of often . 
To 
raise tw o crops iii one season th e soil m ust be 
lid ) and o th erw ise Iii good order. 
First there 
m ay cong- early p ease, potatoes, cab b age, or any 
soiling crop, to be follow ed by turnips, p ick les, 
rutabagas, cabbage, etc. 
There Is no garden v egetab le m ore d esirab le in 
its season than tim w ell-develop ed cain flow er. 
It is rarely grow n by th e farm er, for Hie reason 
th at lie has not b ecom e acquainted w ith it. aud 
has but little in clination to grow any garden 
vegetab le. 
But Urn m arket gardener often m akes 
it a sp ecialty, and realizes a profit from it.

" lf von have m oney to fool aw ay, seed down 
your young orchard to clover and tim othy, or sow 
,1 Clop of wheat, or oats. 
If you w ant trees to 
thrive cu ltivate w ell till tb ev are seven or ten 
years old. 
Spread ash es, m anure or s lit broad­ 
cast. 
Stop cu ltivatin g Iii A ugu st, w eed s or no 
w eeds. Tiffs allow s tho trees lo ripen for w in ter.” 
H e adds Unit th e question w hether to cu ltivate 
old orchards or not mils: bo an sw ered by m anur­ 
ing lim trees. 
lf the color of Hie leaves Is good, 
and th ey grow w ell and bear tine fruit, th ey are 
doing w ell en ou gh, even if in grass. 
B ut if th e 
leaves are pale. the annual grow th less than a 
foot on tw elve-year trees and th e lruit sm all and 
poor, som eth in g is the m atter, aud th ey arc suffer- 
I ag from a vv/i.'it of cultivation or m anure, or I otu. 
Professor B eal says that "to Judge of Hie con d i­ 
tion of an apple is like ju dgin g of ti e condit on of 
sheep In a pasture. 
I.o- k at the sheep, and if 
th ey are plum p and fat they are all righ t.” 
Straw berries usually d eclin e hi bearing after a 
second crop. 
If th e soil is congenial, and in good 
heart, a third crop m ay be secured by applying a 
prom pt fertilizer tow ards the fall of tim second 
year and in the spring of Hie third year. 
lf the 
soil is dry, w ater liberally, ju st as Hie fruit is 
grow ing vigorously. 
N o treatm ent gives such line 
berries as liberal w aterin g during Hie fruiting 
period, and Hie application of som e com posted, 
prompt fertilizer. 
W hen tran splantin g th e straw - 
beiry, an exp ert forbids Hie rem oval iii th e run­ 
ners'. and recom m ends leavin g six Inches of them 
attach ed to each side of Hie plant. 
T he opus of 
th ese runners are then to be bent down aud burled 
with the roots. 
P lants thus treated are provided 
w ith m eans for draw ing nourishm ent at o n ce, and 
will th rive in adverse conditions, w inch prove 
fatal to plants stripped of their runners.

Dr. F. M. H exanier Unlike that pruning tom a­ 
to e s—“ topping Hie lead in g sh o o t” —w hich is said 
to prom ote ea rlin ess, is. accord in g to his observa- 
ion, “ hardly w orth th e trou b le.” 
A ny soil tu at w ill grow cabbage w ill grow ca u li­ 
flow er, and their requirem ents are alm ost sim ilar. 
It Is now the proper tim e to lair sheep. 
E sp e­ 
cially should ew es w ith lam bs have tb e filthy 
locks clipped off, and m any of them need tile 
shears used about Hie udder. 
Tho longer w ool 
there o iten interferes w ith su ck lin g the lam bs, 
and th ey are also liable to sick en from th e filth 
they ta k e In. 
'Hie low price of w ool i9 cau sin g m ore atten tion 
to be given to m utton sheep . 
One difficulty is 
that we ii ive not enough really good m utton to 
create a dem and. 
In E ngland m ore is th ough t of 
m utton than of beef, aud for Hie very best m utton 
p rices are paid th at w ould m ake A m erican farm ­ 
ers stare. 
W e grow b eef eq u al or superior to 
any m ade in England. 
W nen w e give equal a tten ­ 
tion to m utton w e eau exec] In that as well as In 
beef. 
T ile fine-w oolled sh eep have re w ived in >st 
a tten tion from our b reeders, and th eir m utton is 
not the b est. 
P rofessor Stew art sta tes th at ten pounds of 
turnips w ith one and one-half poun s of co n 
w ill fatten a young sheep or lam b faster than th ree 
pounds of corn alone. 
A correspondent sta tes th at the p ecu liar m alady

A N orm an or part

A little oatm eal in w ater m ak es an excellen t 
drink for Dorses. 
It is n oiirisning, and lf con­ 
v en ien t, Half a p ailful should be given each horse 
iii Hie m iddle ol tile forenoon and afternoon.

A visit twice a week to a m ani­ 
cure will keep Me nails iii a high state of polish 
and b eauty; hut Mis Is hardly necessary, for witli 
due care at hom e, with a file, a cham ois polisher, 
and powder which conies | ut up I ii a dainty Case, 
one may tak e very good e ire of tier nails.

beaten with two teaspoonfuls of Hie oil of sw eet 
alm onds, one ounce of la se w ater, aud tluriy--.lv 
drops of lincture ot benzoin; m ake a paste of tills, 
and either anoint the inMdo surface of a pair of 
gloves with It, or spread it freely on the hands and 
uraw the gloves on afterw ard. 
In most eases all 
thai is needed to sot leu the hands is to rill) sw eet 
alm ond oil into Hie skin tw o or three days iii suc­ 
cession. Tho hands are alw ays im proved by w ear­ 
ing at night gloves M at lit tightly, especially lf Mo 
gloves m e of soft castor or dogskin.

T H E D Y N A M IT E A TR O C ITIES. 


For the first time in the history of the dynamite 


war against Ragland have the lives of English 


people been endangered by explosions. Hereto 


fore the “fiendish outrages” harped on by Hie 


British press have consisted mainly of discoveries 


of chiniks of dynamite and bits of clockwork in 


the luggage of travellers, but at last Hie dyna­ 


miters have succeeded in blowing up something 


and giving the English a genuine scare. 


Tile blowing up of a building in Scotland yard 


was an audacious piece of business, and showed, 


as doubtless it was intended to show, the utter 


futility of the efforts of London detectives to pre­ 


vent the dynamiters from doing their destructive 


work. 
It was a grim jeer at the police, and no 


doubt it lias thrown Scotland yard into a lever of 


rage and mortification. 


The London press is greatly excited over tile 
affair, aud, in spite of the total lack of evidence 
that Americans were in any way connected with 


tho explosions, shrieks angrily at this country 


Tile Post hysterically calls upon England to “in­ 


sist forthw itll that America shall no longer harbor 


dynam iters,” and hints gloomily of war. 
The 


Telegraph talks about the “sham eless American 


crew,” and threatens a terrible day of reckoning. 


Apparently it has escaped the notice of the Post 


that England has been harboring dynamiters for 


some tim e, and that the pollee headquarters in 


London are in no danger of being blown up by dyna­ 


miters harbored elsewhere than light under the 


noses of English detectives. If England,with all her 


laws, policemen and soldiers, carmot prevent 


dynamiters from blowing up her club houses, 


monuments, public squares, and the very centre 


of lier police stronghold, how la the name of com­ 


mon sense can she expect tho United States to 


protect her? 
The 
American people and the 


United States government have no sympathy with 


the metnods of the dynamiters, and do not coun­ 


tenance them, but it Is sim ply absurd to demand 


that the U nited States shall prevent people from 


contributing money for the support of dynamiters, 


or to insist that America shall be held responsible 


for all tile deviltry hatched and carried out in 


London. 
The British press may talk about “obligations” 


and “seriously endangering the maintenance of 


unity” until it gets tired, and the Telegraph may 


threaten terrible days of reckoning until its types 


are worn out without frightening anybody on tills 


side of the Atlantic. 
When tile British detectives 


show that they can prevent dynamiters from blow­ 


ing them out of their office chairs in Scotland 


yard, it will be time enough to condemn the Ameri­ 


can police for failing to shut up O ’D o n o v a n 


Rosba’s contribution box aud padlock his mouth. 


But it is extrem ely diverting to hear England 


calling the dynamiters “m iscreants” and “fiends,” 


aud to see lier shudder at the “atrocities” com­ 


mitted by enraged aud desperate victims of her 


tyranny. 
So far but twelve people have been 


injured by explosions, and the Telegraph says of 


them: 
“ They are maimed at haphazard to bring 


joy to tile souls and money to the pockets of 


R o s s a and His sham eless American crew.” 


It is to be regretted that they are injured, hut 


such language comes with poor grace from Eng­ 


land, who bombarded Alexandria aud slaughtered 


Egyptians at haphazard to bring joy to the souls 


and interest to the pockeisof lier sham eless bond­ 


holding crew. A nation whose history is stained 


by such hideous incidents as the blowing of 


Sepoys from cannon mouths arid the butchery of 


wounded Zulus and Arabs on the battlefield has 


no right to complain of atrocities, 
lu a receut 


number of a British service palier appears a let­ 


ter from an officer of Die Forty-second Regiment, 


on duty in Egypt, in wlneh lie describes iiow, after 


a battle with the Arabs, he “took a splendid spear” 
and went over the field killing the wounded. 
He 


says: “Tho spear went straight to their hearts 


and their blood flowed out over tile sand.” 
The 


statistical fact that in these battles which the 


English have won trie loss of the enemy lias con­ 


sisted almost entirely of killed, corroborates tile 


spiry of Die officer and proves that the British 


have murdered 
Die 
wounded Arabs as they 


butchered the wounded Zulus. 


And this is the nation that holds tip its hands in

G E N E R A L B U T L E R AXU T H E P R E S I­ 
DENCY. 


[Now York Sun. May 30.] 
General B e n B u t l e r is one of the squarest 


men in the world and the freest from humbug. 


Ile Is willing to be president, and he says so to 


everybody who asks him. 
Ile has opinions of ids 


own, and he avo\^U them like a man. Some of 


them are popular and some are not; but this 


makes no difference to B u t l e r . For instance, 


he is in favor of a graduated income tax and of a 


tariff which shall bestow’ special protection upon 


agricultural interests; and lie likew ise wants pro­ 


tection for American manufactures. 


B u t l e r has now been nominated by both the 


Anti-Monopolists and the Greenbackers, and if 


there are any other outside, nomadic, unclassified 


political parties, he will probably get their nomi­ 


nation 
also. 
The temperance Prohibitionists 


won’t nominate him, however. 
He Isn't one of 


their kind. 
W henever lie wants to take a drink 
he takes it, and lie does not hide behind the door 


for Die purpose either. 


W ill the Democratic Convention at Chicago also 


nominate B u t l e r ? It is doubtful. 
Ho has a 


good many enemies in the Democratic party. Iii 


fact, it was their hostility which beat him last fall 


as a candidate for governor of M assachusetts, 
if 


all the Democrats there had supported him, he 


would have been elected ; but they would not do 


it. 
A great propoition of tile superfine old re­ 


spectability, which is so strong among the M assa­ 


chusetts Democracy, pronounced against hint, 


aud while lie had a larger vote than any Demo­ 


cratic candidate ever before received in that State 


it was not large enough. 


W e conclude, then, that General B u t l e r ’s 


chances are uot very promising at Chicago, 
lie 


will have supporters there, and supporters of 


zeal and Industry, but we suppose there won’t bo 


enough of them ; and yet we here record our 


opinion that B u t l e r would make a stronger can­ 


didate and a better president than several of the 


more orthodox and regular Democratic statesmen.

Tho principle es­ 


tablished in one case lias been coolly set aside in 


the next for the sake of seating a Republican, and 


the only rule which lias not been violated is the 


rule that Republicans must always seat Republi­ 


cans when they have tho power of numbers. 


The Democratic majority in Die House has re­ 


cently been called upon to settle lour contested 


cases. 
In the E n o l i s h - B k k l l e and W a l l a c e - 


McK in l e y cases the House decided that incor­ 


rect spelling of a candidate’s name did not invali­ 


date a ballot, and tiiat Die manifest intention of 


the voter should be respected. Some Ohio people 


are original in their ideas of orthography, and 


hold that “ W a l a c ” spells W a l l a c e . The Demo­ 


crats in Congress hold that an Ohio man ought not 


to be disfranchised on account of his peculiar 


spelling, and that a man who adheres to the 


phonetic system is just as legal a voter as a Re­ 


publican college president.

Speaking of hotel men, Potter Palmer, proprietor 
of the well-known Palmer House, has hut one Idea 
iii the world, and that Is to make money.

Thin queer compound of Die unworldly 
and Die very worldly, tile simple and the scheming, 
give Die Grants a sort of ludicrous pathos like a 
monkey in tears. 
Indeed, the most creditable 
portion oi Grant’s life was when lie was a poor

came. geiting apparently ids last cliance and hold­ 
ing to it with the despair of fortitude. 
Though 
not exempt from mistakes in the army, lie was 
there a simple-minded man. 
I remember the first 
time I ever had a good chance to study him was 
when lie rode out from Pity Point at the time 
Sheridan Was moving on Five Forks. 
Ile wore a 
sort of peaked oilskin hat and was very neat 
aud clean in complexion, and 
I 
rode aking 
near enough to keep him in my eye, and thought to 
m yself: “ It is well to have lived to have seen tins 
man at tile crowning point- of his life.” 
Soon 
afterward lie carne to New York and to W ashing­ 
ton, and began to make worldly acquaintances. 
I saw bim m eet General scott at W est Point, 
when, for the first time in their lives, they shook 
hands. 
Then I saw old Scott buried at West 
Point, a man we h ive accustomed ourselves since 
Grant’s day to b elittle; yet it is to be remembered 
that lie did 
have clear political views, main­ 
tained

dignity

It is just this which Grant lacks, 
the gentleman.

I n d ia n a po lis, May 28.—The National Green­ 
back-Labor Convention was called to order this 
morning, at l l o’clock, in Hie English Theatre. 
Jesse Harper, chairman of the national commit­ 
tee, In ids opening speech, referred to Hie nomina­ 
tion of Peter Cooner eight years ago in 
In­ 
dianapolis, and prophesied that the party would 
continue to grow untlt it had achieved final suc­ 
cess. Ho introduced as temporary chairman Hon. 
John Tyler of Florida, sen of ex-President Tyler. 
His choice by the committee is understood to he 
the only concession to De made to the anti-Butler 
wing of the party. He said that the nationals had 
ceased to be au infant,had reached sturdy manhood 
and no longer had to seek alliances with any other 
party. It was the only political party that stood 
with the Supreme Court of the United States at its 
back and indorsing its leading principle. 
It was 
a concentration of wealth this convention was to 
fight, and in that they were espousing the oause of 
the people. 
George C. Jlackstaff of Missouri was elected 
temporary secretary. Tile name of Lee Crandall, 
which was also proposed, was received with 
hisses and withdrawn. Crandall is anti-Butler. 
The 
afternoon 
session 
was 
occupied 
with 
speeches by two lady delegates, Mrs. Bristow 
(N. J.) and Mrs. lloggart of this city, and the 
reception of reports of the committee on creden­ 
tials and permanent organization. 
.Mrs. Bristow- 
elicited tile first cheers for Butler by giving lier 
idea of a model candidate—that he should be able 
to look 
at 
things with a “ single eye”" for 
the 
good 
of 
the 
country. 
Almost 
tile 
entire 
convention 
rose 
and cheered lustily 
for Butler for several minutes. Mrs. H o g g /ifs 
speech was in advocacy of woman suffrage. Tho 
committee on candidates reported against the use 
of proxies, that every person voting as a delegate 
must be a resident in the State or Territory for 
which

votes, and 
no 
state shall 
cast 
more votes than 
it 
has 
delegates present. 
'Die disputed Maine delegation was settled bv 
seating Solon Chase and three of ills colleagues, 
and seven of the Butler delegation. The effect 
of the report was to show 411 delegates present. 
instead of 870, which would have been Hie fu ll 
number allowed under the call.

twenty-six,

Tile District of Columbia lias one delegate. A 
great howl was 
raised 
by 
delegates 
from 
States whose votes were cut down to single 
figures. 
They contended that great injustice 
was done them. In tills Colonel Houston of North 
Carolina was especially earnest, but it was of no 
avail. 
By a vote of three to one, the committee’s 
report was sustained. 
Ex-Congressman Weaver was named for perma­ 
nent chairman. A vice-president was given each 
State represented, and Hie principal secretaries 
were: C. F. J. boody, New York, and F. C.

Weaver, the convention adjourned at 5 until 
a p . m .

Mr. Maynard of Michigan, becoming tired of 
waiting, moved that the oruer of business be sus- 
jjenaed and that the convention proceed to Hie 
nomination. 
Clubm an Weaver ruled this proposition out of 
order, and no business was done, Hie morning ses­ 
sion being filled by commonplace speeches. 
Shortly after noon the committee reported that 
they could not report until 3 o’clock owing to 
points of difference as to tile tariff plank aud the 
phraseology of other paragraphs. 
The convention adjourned till 3 o’clock. 
After the convention had frittered away an hour 
of Hie afternoon session, the committee on plat­ 
form reported. Three sets of resolutions were 
presented—one by George O. Jones of New York, 
another by John Blanchard of Michigan and that 
of the majority by S. F. Norton of Illinois.

The Orlon had been 
on a loug cruise without having met with any ad­ 
venture worthy of note, when, suddenly, one 
pleasant afternoon they observed to the westward 
a large French frigate hearing down upon them. 
'Hie men were immediately piped to quarters, 
the guns were double shotted, fresh stores of am­ 
munition were opened, aud every preparation 
made to receive Hie stranger. 
The Frenchman 
was still some miles off. but with every sail set 
and rapidly lessening lite distance. 
She was a 
beautiful frigate, and seemed to respond instantly 
to Hie slightest behest of lier conima infer. The ti ig 
of France waved in graceful fu ds from the post of 
honor, and as it rose and fell oil Hie gentle ..reoze 
that glorious summer day niftily au old tar and 
many a hardy marine shed a tear of pity for Hie 
brave men on both sides whoso generous hearts 
would soon he stilled iii death. 
Upon nearer approach Hic stranger was found 
to be Hie Diana of Farts, one of Hie finest, ships iii 
the French navy, carrying seventy-live guns. She 
came down upon the Orlon broadside on. and then 
began one ot Hie bloodiest naval batties that ever 
took jdace during thai outlie war. For four long 
hours tile light continued.cach ship circling arounu 
the other aud delivering broadsides with terrible 
effect. Finally both frigates closed Iii, and after 
a spit lied hand to hand struggle tho French 
struck their colors and surrendered. During Hie 
fight, anu after Hie British had boarded Hie Diana, 
an incident occurred that should bo mentioned 
here. A young French lieutenant of marines, 
T h e G a lla n t Y inrom te O'IV ell I de T’yrone, 
who belonged to “ Lea Anciens IriauUgU” of Paris, 
stood near one of the guns, supported only by half 
a dozen soldiers. 
Ills cap had been lost early in 
the light and the strong sea breeze as it blew ins 
golden locks about gave to bis lace an appearance 
of such childlike grace and innocence that many 
a

stopped

Finally a bail carried off Ids 
right arm, and he caught up the sword iii ins left. 
A bullet broke Hie blade In twain, and it was only 
then that lie surrendered. H ie Diana was taken 
to England and her men confined as prisoners of 
war. 
At Hie tune of the battle of Waterloo tne Orion 
was cruising in the Black sea, and subsequently 
joined tho British fleet off the French harbor of 
Brest, and participated in Hie transportation of 
Napoleon to Bt. Helena. 
“ I often saw Bonaparte when he was a prisoner 
or. the fleet off Brest,” said Mr. O’Regan yester­ 
day. “ The Orion lay but a siiort distance from 
Hie 
frigate 
on 
which 
he 
was 
con­ 
fined, 
and 
we 
could 
see 
him 
as 
lie 
paced 
up 
and 
down 
the 
larboard 
side of tile quarter deck. That was the portion of 
the ship assigned to him. Tho officers of Hie 
frigate kept on Hie starboard side. Napoleon used

He generally walked with his aims bell iud 
him or else folded in front, with Ids head inclined 
forward. 
YViii.e we remained In Hie harbor of 
Brest we used to have a big naval parade nearly 
every 
day, 
apparently 
tor Bonaparte's sole 
benefit.” 
Finally Hie fleet sailed for St. Helena with its 
illustrious prisoner and, afier lie had disembarked. 
it broke up Bito squadrons aud jollier divisions, 
and a portion of Hie ships sa tie d lor England, in­ 
cluding the Orion, which left St. Helena within 
forty-**iglu hours after Napoleon had been landed. 
Mr. O’Keean remained will! Hie frigate some years 
longer. During bis connection therewith ho had 
risen from the position of cabin and pow der boy 
to that of captain’s coxswain. 
“ While I was Iii the navy I never received a 
wound,” said lie to Hie writer, “nor was I ever 
Dogged. I have seen men strung up for drunken­ 
ness aud whipped until their flesh was cut open, 
and I have often remarked: ‘At what a trem en­ 
dous cost have they purchased their strong drink.’ 
The punishment they had to endure could never 
be compensated by ail Hie liquor in F.nglaml.” 
After leaving the naval service Mr. O’Regan took 
to himself a wife.

First remove your coat. Then carefully select 
a cue, taking down for this purpose all Hie cites in 
the rack. 
Tills will 
impress 
your opponent 
with the idea 
that 
you are thoroughly In 
earnest, and have a tendency to Intimidate 
him at tho start. 
When you 
have selected 
a cue, whether it suits you or not, hold it up to 
your left eye Hor the ostensible purpose of seeing 
if it is straight), look pleased, say “ that’s a daisy," 
and call for a piece of sand-paper. This latter 
precaution should not lie omitted. Carefully sand­ 
paper aud chalk both ends of your cue, also care ­ 
fully chalk tho thumb and forefinger of your left 
hand. When tho cue Is w ell chalked, rap it biiskly 
several times, on Hie edge of tho table, to remove 
any coarse particles of chalk that may have 
adhered to It. Tills looks professional, aud is 
therefore advisable. 
You can then announce that you arc ready to 
begin, if Hie preceding instructions have been 
carefully followed, your opponent win already be 
somewhat unnerved; and you have gained a point 
—in fact, tin* equivalent of several points. 
It asked if you ham any choice of bails, say, 
lightly, “ No; only I want the white,” or some lit­ 
tle pleasantry of that kind- Tills will indicate 
that von are in a cheerful frame of mind, ami eu- 
tertalu no thoughts of defeat--another point 
gained. 
If you miss the first shot, look surprised, and 
critically examine the tip of your cue. This will 
convey the impression to tho lookers-on that the 
fault is iii the cue, not in your play. Indeed, it is 
well after each and every miss to effect a look oi 
mingled surprise and resignation, as much as to 
say: “ Well, that passes human understanding; 
hut what is tile use of kicking against fate.” 
Chalk your cue for every shot—this Is important 
—and that chalk may always be handy, carry one 
or more pieces of it around in your vest (locket. 
Betray no astonishment 
when you make a 
“ scratch,” however glaring it may lie, for it is 
possible that you may get Hie credit of having 
made the shot legitimately In that manner. May, 
if you wish, “ That was Hie only way I could make 
it.” or something of that kind, and keep right on. 
Look Injured, however, ana sneer when your 
opponent makes a scratch. 
By so doing you 
aulical to ins better nature, and lf he be a man of 
generous impulses, he will be less inclined to 
largely profit bv it. 
Always accuse your opponent of having excep­ 
tionally good luck. Express astonishment at the 
manner in which Hie balls are rolling for him, and 
at the same time insist that you never played iii 
such ill-luck in all your Hie. 
If Hie balls are so situated at any time that the 
chandelier makes a masse shot absolutely im­ 
possible—be sure of this fact—it Is well to vainly 
attem pt to get your CIIC in the required position; 
amt express much regret and disgust that you are 
unable to do so. This may create the impression 
that the chandelier prevents you from iii (king Hie 
shot, and will create a feeling of sympathy for 
you among the audience.

A Trip on the Wonderful Dar­ 
jeeling Railway. 


I Train That Went Tao Ways at Once, 
Skirting Fathomless Abysses. 


The Horseshoe Curves 
of 
Colorado 
Roads at a Discount 


I left C alcutta one afternoon at 3 o'clock on the 
E astern Bengal railw ay, gauge five and a half, 
vt riles a correspondent of the New O rleans I Imes- 
I>emocrat. 
A fter a fast rule of five hours through 
a monotonous expanse of palms, cocoanut trees, 
mud villages, and dirty ponds, we ai rived at 
Da mock des. 
H ere we were put on hoard a re­ 
spectable tittle side-wheel steam er and conveyed 
across th at mouth of the Gauges, w hich is know n 
as the l’ubna river, to Saragbat. 
H ere again we 
were transferred to the night express on tho 
N orthern Bengal S tate railw ay, gauge th ree feet 
three and three-eighths Indies. An all-nlglit ride 
brought us to Siligurl, where at 8 o’clock in the 
morning we took the cars of tho w onderful Dar­ 
jeeling—H im alayan railw ay—gauge tw o feet. 
H ere began the Journey up the m ountains, the 
m ost rem arkable railroading experience which I 
ever eujovt-u, or rallier suffered. 
T he engine was a tiny but pow erful affair, 
w eighing about ten tons. 
The cars w ere m ost of 
them w hat are called trollies, open observation 
cars, less than five feet wide and less than eight 
feet long, aud provided with four wooden bendies, 
l'here was a canvas canopy overhead. The wheels 
of Hie cars were affixed to adjustable axles so that 
one wheel m ight travel faster than another in 
got ag around a curve. The w heels projected up 
into ihe trolly, as in street cars a t home. 
As yet 
b o o th e r railroad has adopted tiffs system , 
flits 
had tile effect of bringing the platform d o se to the 
ground, which in turn had the effect of leading us 
to believe we w ere fairly Hying, when in reality 
our speed was medium. 
In from was w hat the tim e-tables pronounced to 
be a first-class carriage. 
Tills statem ent, further 
interpreted, would signify th a t th ere w as a coop 
provided with dirty canvas curtains and sliinsy 
seat cushions. 
Even au open trolly was prefera­ 
ble. On belaud was a sort of liand-car containing 
the mail. 
How ever ridiculous the cars, It m ust be con­ 
ceded that the engines aud the road-bed were first- 
class. The toy locomotive ahead of us dragged 
our m iniature train of seven cars up 
T h e S le e p e rs Inclin e* 
at a rate of seven or eiglit miles an hour. T hat we 
took ail day to make, the journey of fifty m iles was 
not its fault, but the fault of num erous long delays 
to u k e on w ater, and especially of tw o stops of 
half an bour each for meals. 
The rails w ere m ainly of fifty-pound Iron, even 
though they were only tw o feet apart. 
This was 
a display of wisdom th at wider narrow -gauges in 
Am erica m ight, m any of them, copy w ith favor­ 
able results. 
We pulled out of the depot w ith a good deal of 
flourish, followed close by a “goods train ” of five 
cars. For six or seven miles our course was sub- 
itantlally straight and substantially level. 
Then 
we reached the foot-bills, and began th e ascent. 
I thought I knew som ething about narrow -gaug­ 
ing before, having travelled 1000 miles through 
Colorado on the D enver & Km G ran d e; but I soon 
discovered the false foundation of th a t supposi­ 
tion. 
It stands to reason th at a two-foot road can 
outdo a three-loot ro a d ; but I had not thought a 
train on a two-foot road could accom plish m ira­ 
cles. We did. 
We actually w ent two ways at 
once. 
This m ay sound as paradoxical as turning 
a grindstone in both directions at once, but we did 
It. Our train was a short cue, but while half of it 
would be goiug north the other half would be 
going south. 
Loops? 
We turned three th a t m ade my hair 
stand on end—the radius of one of them being 
only fifty ft et. 
Zigzags" We found plenty of re­ 
versing stations. 
H orseshoes? There are none In 
Colorado—m ud) less in Pennsylvania. 
N ever when I have been riding in Hie most 
dangerous places in Colorado or C alifornia have I 
felt unsafe. 
The cars were solid and com foriable, 
the edges of th e m ountain trails were granite, and 
we had substantial, ortiiodox locom otives in trout 
of us. 
H ere tile trollies were so rickety that I was 
afraid to sneeze for fear it m ight topple the train 
over. 
Much of the tim e we w ere riding on Hie 
very m argin of precipices as aw ful as ta p e Horn 
In California, with the added fact that tile ledge 
was ol a soft, crum bling m aterial. 
Tile plaifoiin 
projected perhaps eighteen inches over the rail on 
eith er slue; so th at while the wheels w ere some­ 
w hat removed from the “ ragged edge,” I could 
reach </Ut my hand and let a pebble5 fall hundreds, 
and in some cases thousands, of feet. 
At times I would look down, down, down, and 
perhaps see a m onkey swinging furiously on a 
long pendant vine which hung from some tall tree 
th at had taken root on the m ountain side. 


D i d It M a k e M o D i z z y ! 
Every individual hair iu my head stood on end 
kith a fierce w arlike aspect, while my knees 
gradually approached mv chin, and my pedal ex­ 
trem ities fairly tw ined about my neck Id feverish 
uncertainty. 
I coufess I was nervous. 
I was not 
altogether calm . 
Once while we were rounding a very sharp curve 
at a gradient of one in seventeen, the gallant but 
exhausted little engine found Itself unable to 
stand Hie pressure, anc! took a short ram ble on its 
own account. I t strolled off to w ithin tw o feet of 
a irtglitlul abyss, and then paused for reflection, 
as if half inclined to believe th at the sedate cus­ 
tom ary course m ight be tile best after all. 
I lien there cam e to me th a t aw ful tem ptation 
which beset poor Lot’s w ife; but, unlike her, I put 
it behind me, and tram pled it under foot. I m erely 
w rote a note, aud pinued it to my h at to establish 
Hie identity of any m angled rem ains which m ight 
be found iii proxim ity to It, and then heroically 
boarded tile trolly again. 
Levers are alw ays car­ 
ried on iliese trains tor em ergencies like this, and 
ii did not require much coaxing to induce Hie 
frolicsom e engine to come back to its forsaken 
perch. 
In conversation w ith Hie engineer upon 
the m atter, I elicited the following im pressive 
statem ent: 
“ Why, my dear sir, this is nothing. W alt till the 
rainy season comes on, and then we engineers are 
entitled lo your com m iseration. 
Tile wheels slip 
on the rails, th eie are dangerous landslides above 
mid below us, and we go solely by faith. Some- 
limes it takes iroui daylight to dusk to get a 
train through. 
No trains are allowed lo m n at 
H um .” 
I tie ground proved to be a soft shale, so rich in 
mica thai Hie hillsides glistened under tile su n ’s 
rays. Frequently we came lo cuts which showed 
v< ins of coal, but these, like the mica, were not ol 
a ouaiily which would justify mining. 
Tile scenery lias not lilt- soft, subdued look th at 
m arks Hie m ountains of Jap a n ; nor is it so ragged 
and savage as th at in some p arts of Colorado. 
But ii is vast beyond anything I have ever h ith er­ 
to dream ed of, aud beyond anything else in the 
world. I suppose. 
I here is som ething alm ost 
bpi ressive iii the Illim itable expanse winch the 
eye is able lo com pass iu all directions. 
At least 
there would be ii it were not for Hie clouds, which 
shut aud shitl, aud never tire of shifting. 
It is 
like 
A O r a a d N a t u r a l K u l r i r i o x - o p r . 
A t this season of the year you can never see all 
of any one of the great m ountains a t a tim e, and 
as Hie clouds are never twice in exactly the same 
position Hie scenery is w orthy of constant study. 
T hus, iii addition lo Hie elem ent ol Im m ensity 
th ere is the elem ent of perennial variety. 
The 
clouds only cleat away altogether a t certain tim es 
in the w inter months. 
This narrow -gauge railroad is built a t the side 
of a m ountain cart-road, which it crosses and re­ 
crosses w ith bew ildering frequency. 
Occasion­ 
ally our tram would encounter a cavalcade of ox­ 
carts, stunning and w aiting for us to pass. 
Each 
driver held his oxen by toe horns, w hile we slow ly 
and noiselessly passed. 
The danger at sucii tunes 
Is m utual. 
\Vlieu Hie carts are loaded with bant- 
boo-pules, and the oxen wheel quickly aw ay from 
the tram , the poles are very apt to slab unsuspect­ 
ing passengers on the trollies. 
There was one great natural horseshoe, u p the 
tides of who Ii we travelled by maw tug ela ce com­ 
plete detours, one above another. 
At another 
place a lellow-passenget pointed to a village just 
one-quarter of a mile above us and said; 
“ It will take us over an hour lo get there w ith­ 
out stops, as Hie distance by rail is six m iles.” 
A fter we had gone about forty miles and were a t 
a sum m it com m anding a m agnificent prospect. Hie 
sam e fellow -passenger pointed out .Slllguri to me, 
. 
and the straig h t stretch of track over which we 
had passed upon the sandy plains—“tile little 
black ribbon th at flecked Hie w hile.’’ if It may be 
kl lowed to paraphrase Jean ingelow. 
Often the 
telegraph w ires m ade a straight stretch ol halt a 
mile from one iiii.side lo another, being supported 
OU iron poles. 
I do not suppose th e telegraph hue 
is half as long as tile railw ay. 
In some places 
there w as an easier and lunger route over which 
Hie "goods tra m s” w ere taken. 
Even then the 
goods would have to i/e lieu upon Hie ears. 
As we went up it grew colder aud colder, until 


we donned onr overcoats, and even then shivered 
at the nipping tem perature. 
I do not *111)0086 
such rap)" and com plete changes in clim ate are 
a t all healthful. 
If not, I sincerely pity the tram 
attaches. 
On we w ent. through oceans of clouds, until 
Glinum, th e extrem e sum m it station, was reached. 
Then we com m enced a gem Ie descent, which con­ 
tinued during the rem aining lour miles to D ar­ 
jeeling. 
As we pulled out of Ghootu about tw enty 
ragged natives followed us, shouting: 
“ Back­ 
sheesh, backsheesh!” This is a regular thing, I 
am told, wheu the train arrives at Glioom. 
I am 
still so A m erican th at I will not countenance this 
audacious begging and iip p n g system , 
which 
seem* to be so dear to lite English h e a rt; but there 
w ere just enough passengers aboard w ho would 
throw out an occasional piece as to encourage the 
b e c g irs to follow us. Olm little fellow ran tliree- 
fo u ith so f the way to D arjeeling with us. 
Of 
course, he had to run as fast as ills feet could 
c a n y him. aud then only m anaged to keep up 
w ith us bv m aking short cuts. 
Once he disap­ 
peared behind Hie hills for several m inutes, only 
to dodge out and head us off again. 
W hen a 
coin was dropped Ills eagle 
eye followed 
it. 
He barely paused a second, and then d arted on 
again. 
W hen he at last abandoned the run, I perform ed 
a com plicated m athem atical problem , aud found 
that he had earned just 3 3* cents in American 
money, for winch tie had run three miles and had 
three more lo walk back. 
For a quai ter of an Dour before we reached the 
depot D arjeeling was Iii full view. It was a goodly 
sight indeed, the pure white w ails of its many cot­ 
tages ami hotels standing out iii refreshing con­ 
trast to Hie dark lull. 
D arjeeling Is built on a 
m ountain side. and covers a large area of ground. 
As the houses are every one visible (as in Hong 
K ong), Hie town consisting ot tiers circling one 
above another around a great natural am phithea­ 
tre, the effect is a decidedly pleasing one.

“ Flour looks Innocent enough,” an overseer re ­ 
m arked, w hile w atching the rem oval of some 
barrels of flour and other gi aiu from a large w are­ 
house. 
“ T h at depends upon 
how It Is cooked,” the 
rep o rter suggested. 
“ J u st so. 
Ii is dangerous in th a t w ay; but I 
w as th in k in g of it as an explosive. 
J u st look 
across the room. 
You see, when the sun’s rays 
cornein th a t the air is loaded with a line grain 
dust, and if you w ere provided 
w ith m icro­ 
scopic 
eyes 
you 
would 
see 
yourself 
fairly 
surrounded w ith small atom s of grain 
of all kinds. 
Now, suppose you tak e a dried ear 
of corn aud lire It. 
It burns very slowly, and the 
chances are th a t it will go out. 
Shell It, or tak e 
the kernels off, and It burns much quicker. 
Sup­ 
pose, now, we grind the corn, It Will burn quicker 
still, say in a m inute; but lf you pulverize it, re­ 
duce it to pow der or dust, aud Ignite it. It goes off 
like a flash, and has great expansive power. T hat 
is just the case here. 
If the room becom es over­ 
charged w ith dust and is ignited, off it goes, blow­ 
ing the house in pieces. 
“ One of the m ost striking eases occurred several 
years ago in M inneapolis, when the W ashington 
milt eauuht fire. Those who knew anything about 
it just got out cit tile way as quick as they contd; 
pow der w ouldn’t have sent them atty faster. Blow 
up? W ell, I should rather think she did. 
The 
w alls of Hie mill were solid stone six feet thick, 
and when the explosion came they were ju st like 
paper, and Ute roof, made of sheets of iron, was 
blown so high front one mill th at It landed more 
than two m iles from the spot w here It w ent up. 
Of course it was helped by the wind, bu t Ute force 
exerted was shown. 
Men have been blown out 
th ro u g h windows, hurled through Ute air. and Ute 
walls of a building completely dem olished by a 
m an’s lighting a pipe in a big grain house. 
“ A curious accident once happened lit Scotland 
In a large house. 
A man walked hi with a cigar 
in hts m outh, and iii a second the room seem ed to 
be filled with fire and a terrible roar, but in a 
m inute later it cleared off. 
W ith the exception 
of a singeing, not a person was hurt, bu t every 
one of Hie four walls was flat on the ground, anil 
the roof had been lifted bodily and dropped 200 
feet aw ay. 
In such cases there m ust be a fire 
first. 
The dust bunts and a pow erful beat Is 
created, and then follows the terrific expansive 
force th a t nothing can w ithstand. 
T he explosion 
iii B arclay street several 
years 
ago may be 
accounted for tit this way. 
In the m anufacture of 
candy, sugar and starch are used iii great quan­ 
tities. 
T heir dust accum ulates, ana when lighted 
m ight easily develop power enough to hurl a 
building to atom s.” 
“ H as tile explosive power of different dusts ever 
been determ ined?” 
“ Yes,” the flour man replied. 
“ Professor Feck, 
Hie chem ist, lias made some experim ents th a t dem ­ 
o n strate the enorm ous power of saw dust, various 
flours, starch aud grain of all kinds. 
Iii one ut Hie 
experim ents he took three-quarters of an ounce of 
starch, and by ralstug it as dust lit the air ignited 
It lit a com partm ent intended to represent a room. 
W hen exploded it threw a box weighing six 
pounds tw enty feet into the air. 
You can judge 
yourself of the pow er of th e m aterial. 
H alf an 
ounce of st roll ignited iii Ute saute way w as shown 
by the professor to lift Ute cover of a box, and a 
heavy m an standing on t, three inches. 
“One of the m ost dangerous m aterials Is the 
w heat du t of flour mil s. W hen burned it goes off 
like a flash. One ol the first m ovem ents in m aking 
Mont is to rattle the wheat and pass a heavy 
d rau g h t a t the sam e tim e over It to carry off Hie 
highly inflam m able dust. 
Yet, despite all care, 
the air often becom es perfectly loaded wltit it. 
Frtifessor Peck lias shown w hat flour would do by 
taking a box with a capacity of two cubic feet and 
placing in it a little flour, lite light of a lamp enter­ 
ing through a hole in one corner and the muzzle 
of a bellows through the other. 
The cover of 
the 
boy. w as nailed 
on, 
and 
a matt took 
his place on it. 
The professor theD 
worked 
the bellows, and Ute small am ount of flour w ithin 
Im m ediately filled Ute air iii the box as dust, the 
fac-sim lle of a dust-laden mill being produced. 
T he flour im m ediately ignited from the lamp, and 
in a second Hie cover was blown oft and the m an 
lifted several Inches into the air, while a blaze of 
fire bu rst out from all sides. A num ber of in ter­ 
esting experim ents were perform ed by the san e 
gentlem an, show ing th at in our large mills and 
m anufactories w here dust was liKely lo be formed 
there lurked a pow er as dreaded as dynam ite. 
“ Peck states th a t ©ne pound of eat bon and tw o 
and tw o-thirds of oxygen, when thee com bine to 
produce carbonic acid, will evolve beat sufficient, 
if applied through a perfect heat engine, to lift 
nearly BOO tons ten feet Into the air. 
Then he as­ 
sum es th a t if 40 per cent, of flour Is carbon It 
would require two aud a half pounds to accom ­ 
plish this result.” 
“ W hy can ’t an engine be m ade to run by dust 
pow er?” 
“ P erhaps th a t Is what K eely is w orking at, or 
the sam e principle, but you would need, ac­ 
cording 
to the authority quoted, 
an 
engine 
from which th ere was no radiation or loss of 
h eat. 
P erhaps some day it may be accom plished. 
bellite years ago an old tellow in B illo n created 
a 
great excitem ent bv 
pretending 
th a t tie 
had a m achine th a t was fifty tim es as pow er­ 
ful 
as 
any know n 
power, 
and 
Ira# tim es 
as cheap. His m achine was arranged so th a t after 
It once started it kept going by successive explo­ 
sions of bran dust th at was blown into a cham ber 
by a bellows, and Ignited by a gas jet, the expan­ 
sive force acting as a piston, 
it was a big scheme, 
and he claim ed Hint lie could tun a train ot cars 
a1! day with a q u art m easure of flour or bran, but 
I haven’t heard of its being applied yet. 
P erhaps 
some one will work it up yet and m ake a fortune, 
but I doubt it.”

The Roy Makes the O ld Man Prisoner 
of W ar at Reseca.

“ Comrade H arrington,” said Com rade Du Bois, 
at a m eeting of Post 5 , the other evening, “ is fult 
of w ar rem iniscences, if you could only get him to 
unbosom him self.” 
“ Yes,” said Comrade H arrington, “ I tiave had 
considerable experience iii Hie arm y and have 
w itnessed some thrilling as well as interesting 
scenes . . 
. Previous to the w ar a m an nam ed 
C ham berlain kept a dry goods store in Troy. 
Among his children w as a lad of 14, who had a 
strong inclination for Hie sea. 
W ithout any previ­ 
ous indication as to iiis intentions, lie one day dis­ 
appeared from his home. 
A lthough it was not 
definitely know n th at he w ent to sea, still that 
was the belief entertained by the fam ily. 
How- 
ever, nothing m ore was heard of the lad for many 
years, as I will show you. 
Some years after the 
boy disappeared Ids father concluded to dispose 
of Ids business In Troy and rem ove South.

when the sam e face was agaiu in charge of troops 
th at opposed him . 
It was now th a t he becam e 
convinced th at the face w hich had so Im pressed 
him was none other than th a t of Ins own fattier. 
It was beyond his com prehension how his fath er 
could possibly take up arm s against the old flag, 
yet it w as nevertheless tru e th a t lie had done so. 
The battle closed, and they once m ore becam e 
separated. 
The tribulations of th a t young m an 
can be b etter im agined th an described.

officer of the enem y, hut capture bim uninjured if 
possible. 
His order was obeyed. 
The fattier was 
not killed, as he m ight have been on several oc­ 
casions, but captured alive, as was desired by 
Hie son. 
Of course the object of Hie son was not 
discerned until Hie fath er was brought lace to 
face w ith him and Hie secret was developed. 
The recognition 
oil 
the p art of Hie father 
was very cold, while the son m anifested th a t love 
aud respect which actuated him ut I liickaniauga 
and M issionary Ridge. 
W hile lie re g ie :ted to see 
his father engaged in such a disgraceful cause, 
s' ill he was his son, and ii was his duty to prevent 
Hie shedding of his la th e r’s blood know ingly.

DIED FROM OPIUM.

I have alw ays had a horror of opiates of all 
kinds. 
They are so seductive and so still in their 
opeiations. 
They steal through the blood like a 
wolf on Hie trail, aud they seize upon the heart 
at last with th e ir w hite fangs till it is still forever. 
Up the Laram ie there is a cluster of ranches at 
the base of the M edicine Bow, n ear the north end 
of Sheep M ountain aud In sight of Hie glittering, 
eternal frost of the snowy range. 
These ranches 
are Hie homes of young men from M assachusetts, 
Pennsylvania au d Ohio, 
and now 
there are 
several “younger sons” of Old England w ith herds 
of horses, steers and sheep, w orth m illions of 
dollars. 
These young men are not the Kind of. 
whom tile m etropolitan ass w rites as saying “ you- 
betclierlife,” and calling everybody “ pardner.” 
They are m any of them college graduates, who 
can brand a wild M averick or furnish the easy 
gestures for a S trauss waltz. 
They w ear hum an clothes, ta lk in the U nited 
States language and have a bauk account. 
This 
spring they m ay be wearing chaparajos and swing­ 
ing a q uirt through the thin air, a rd iii July they 
may be at Long Branch, or coloring a m eerschaum 
pipe am ong the Alps. 
Well, a young m an whom we will call C urtis 
lived at one of these ranches years ago, aud though 
a qultft, mliid-your-owti-busuiess fellow, who had 
absolutely no enem ies am ong Ins com panions, lie 
had the m isfortune to Incur th e w rath of a tram p 
sheep-Iierder, w ho waylaid C urtis one afternoon 
and shot him dead as he sat in his buggy. C urtis 
w asn’t arm ed. 
He Uiun’t dream of trouble till he 
drove home from town, and as lie passed til rough 
the gate of a corral saw Hie hairy face of the 
herder, atm at the sam e m om ent the flash of a 
W inchester rifle. 
T hat was all. 
A ra n d ie r cam e Into towu and telegraphed to 
Cm tis’ lather, aud then a half dozen citizens w ent 
out to help capture Hie herder, who had fled to 
the sage brush of the foot-hills. 
They didn’t get back till tow ard daybreak, bu t 
they brought the herder with them . 
I saw him iu 
Hie gray of th e m orning lying in a coarse gray 
blanket on the floor of Hie engine house. 
He was 
dead. 
I asked, as a reporter, how he cam e to his death 
and they told me—opium! 
I said, did I under­ 
stand you to say “ ropium ?” 
They said no, it was 
opium . The m urderer had tak en poison when he 
found ’hat escape was im possible. 
I was present at Hie inquest so th at I could re­ 
port the case. 
There was very little testim ony, 
but all the evidence seemed to point to tin- fact 
th a t life was extinct, a n d a verdict oi death by his 
own hand was rendered. 
It was the lirst opium work I had ever seen, and 
it aroused my curiosity. D eath by opium , it seem s, 
leaves a dark purple ring around the neck. 
I did 
not know th is before. 
People who die by opium 
also tie th eir bauds together before they die. 
Til is 
is one of the eccentricities of opium poisoning 
th a t I have never seen laid dow n iu the books. I 
bequeath It to m edical science. 
W henever I run 
up against a new scientific discovery I ju st hand 
it right over to the public w ithout cost.

During the last thirty years the coffee 
piati’crs of Brazil have adopted the best methods 
in ihe cultivation of the coffee plant, sparing no 
expense In procuring the most approved machinery 
for dressing the berry for m arket, and, as a result, 
a high degree of excellence in appearance and 
quality lias been attained. 
Last fall the Brazilian 
coffee planters formed an association, under the 
immediate protection of the Imperial government, 
with a view to making known to the world at largo 
the superior value of their coffee by exhibiting it 
in the different markets where coffee is bought and 
sold. They claim that their coffee is equal to tim 
test, and superior to most other varieties. Tile 
government has already shown its interest In the 
trade by making an exhaustive exhibit at ilia 
International exhibition in Amsterdam aud iu 
other cities.” 
“ Is the demand for these coffees Increasing?” 
“ Very rapidly. 
I ii 1877 the exports amounted 
to 170.798,300 
kilogrammes. 
In 1882 they 
amounted to more than double th a t In the past 
decade Brazil lias furnished about oue-balf of the 
entire production of the world.
